Occasionally, however, persons 
would ask to view them and two 
of the treasured pieces have dis­ 
appeared from the collection. One 
of the pieces is the double-barred 
cross and the other the bracelet of 
silver.

Mrs. Farrell had the collection 
mounted in a dust-proof

There he engaged in the fur trade 
with the Indians. 
He came to 
Escanaba

atter the town was founded and 
began work with the Chicago & 
North Western Railroad

Starting as a brakeman he 
later became a conductor and was 
employed by 
the 
railroad 
for 
many years. He also operated a 
furniture store here. 
The Van Dyke home on Lake 
Shore Drive was built

Dyke decided to build a gate in

Power Supply Short 


The Mead C orporation has no­

Alger-Delta Cooperative — that 
it intends to go out of the power 
business. 
Today C unningham , in response 
to a question by Escanaba 
City 
M anager A V. Aronson, said that 
“ I would recom m end very strong­ 
ly that you start m aking curtail­ 
m ent of non-essential uses, to save 
the available pow er for essential 
industries.” 
The }Mead Corporation cannot 
augm ent its present supply 
of 
electric power to serve the area, 
he added. 
There has been favor­ 
able w7ater conditions for hydro­ 
electric generation.

“ We will run to our capacity

In Sudan 


n pO Am ericans, tike A nglo-E gyptian S u d ­ 
an is certainly not a brig h tly illum i­ 
nated spot on the map. B ut it nevertheless 
has some m eaning for them as one troubled 
elem ent in the shifting puzzle of the M id­ 
dle East. 
The Sudan was one of the sore points 
in the ranking controversy betw een B rit­ 
ain and 
earlier 
Egyptian 
governm ents. 
B oth countries now jointly ru le the land, 
but the Egyptians have in the 
past 
de­ 
m anded full sovereignty over it. The B rit­ 
ish have argued that th e S udanese people 
ought to decide for them selves 
w hether 
they w ant independence or a 
link 
w ith 
E gypt. 
T he coup that brought P rem ier Naguib 
to pow er in Egypt has sharply altered the 
situation. Naguib has show n m any signs of 
w ishing to cooperate w ith the W est and 
to arriv e a t am icable settlem ent of Egypt’s 
differences w ith B ritain. Me has 
avoided 
th e b latan t appeals to fanatic nationalism 
w hich characterised his predecessor 
gov­ 
ernm ents. 
Now, too, he has come up w ith a plan 
for the Sudan. Naguib proposes th at 
an 
interim governm ent be set up quickly for 
th a t area, and at the end of th a t tim e a 
plebiscite be held to determ ine th e w ishes 
of the Sudanese people. W here this leaves 
E gyptian am bitions tow ard the Sudan 
is 
not plain. 
B ut it is just possible that N aguib u nder­ 
stands the need for stability in A frica and 
the w hole M iddle East, realizing th at w ith­ 
out it not m erely the w estern pow ers but

It was 
the signal for a step-up in the Allied ef­ 
fort to cripple the enem y. 
They have been at it for more than four 
m onths now, and ifs fair to exam ine the 
results.

C lark’s 
intelligence 
staff, in a sum m ing-up 
released 
to 
the 
m agazine U. S. News and W orld 
Report, 
declares that North K orea's power web is 
virtually paralyzed and its industry alm ost 
com pletely shut down. In addition, 
rail­ 
roads have been reduced to 2 per cent of 
th eir norm al operations. 
Intelligence accounts 
say 
we 
did 
so 
m uch dam age to power installations that 
the N orth K orean com m unications system 
collapsed. Radio stations had to go off the 
air. Sm all generator units helped restore 
some service. But right now little plower 
is available for lighting, irrigation is dras­ 
tically curbed and industry 
is 
suffering 
heavily. 
M ost big plants 
had 
been 
effectively 
wiped off the m ap earlier in the war. This 
tim e hundreds of sm all factories and re ­ 
pair shops are taking th e blow. The food 
supply and much w ar m aterial 
form erly 
produced in North K orea 
m ust 
now 
be 
brought in from outside sources. 
Yet all this has not 
seriously 
affected 
the condition and m orale 
of 
Communist 
arm ies in the field. They are better 
fed 
than ever, adequately equipped and well 
clothed. 
P artly this may be due to the lag in the 
effect of Allied blows. Possibly there will 
be less m aterial in the Red pipelines a few 
m onths hence. For another 
thing, 
police 
state organization perm its every available 
scrap of food and equipm ent to be brought 
to bear on the w ar situation, thus 
m ini­ 
mizing Hie im pact of the dam age. And, fin­ 
ally, Russia and China 
may 
well 
have 
sharply stepped up aid to the Chinese and 
North K orean forces to 
com pensate 
for 
econom ic losses in the bom bing zones. 
T he n ex t few m onths should 
tell 
the 
tale. If air bom bardm ent can 
really 
cut 
seriously into a com batant’s 
strength 
in 
the field, th e evidence ought to begin to be 
felt before long. So far it s an inconclusive 
story.

Merry-Go- Round

W ASHINGTON — Pentagon 
planners 
have held several nervous huddles regard­ 
ing security for the President-elect on his 
trip to Korea. They realize that if 
any­ 
thing should happen to General Eisenhow­ 
er on this trip it 
might 
prove 
another 
Sarajevo. 
Less than three months ago. 
Russians 
migs, based on Tsingtao in North 
China, 
shot down a Navy patrol plane while over 
the Japan Sea. This is approximately the 
route which Eisenhower’s plane will have 
lo take from Japan to Korea. 
In the North also, the 
Russians 
have 
migs based in Sakhalin, well within range 
of traffic across the Japan Sea. Further­ 
more. Soviet planes from Sakhalin 
have 
been picked up on radar as far as 53 miles 
inlan dover northern Japan. 
Considering all these factors, 
the 
Air 
Force has come up with several means of 
guarding the President-elect on his trip. 
First the Eisenhower route can and will 
be carefully patrolled by sabre jets. Sec­ 
ond Eisenhower could be flown at night. 
These precautions will be taken. 
It is regarding the time, date, and other 
details of his trip, that this columnist urges 
other newsmen to maintain 
a 
complete 
news blackout. 
However, another aspect of the 
Eisen­ 
hower trip is equally worrying. Ike has 
promised to ride through the 
streets 
of 
Seoul with President Syngman Rhee. The 
streets naturally will be packed. And since 
both North and South Koreans look alike, 
it would be easy for the Communists to 
place a fanatic in the crowd 
willing 
to 
make an attem pt on Eisenhower’s life. 
With even the most expert policing, it 
would be difficult to detect such a fanatic 
in advance. That is why the trip of the 
President-elect is so dangerous. 
Note— it was a trip by Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand to the Bosnian city of Sarajevo 
in 1914 w here he was killed that touched 
off World W ar I. It was also the assassi­ 
nation of King Alexander of Yugoslavia 
and Prem ier Barthou of France when rid­ 
ing in a parade through Marseilles that 
helped pave the way for World War II. 
SECRETARY OF DEFENSE 
Gen. Eisenhower is being urged by Ber­ 
nie Baruch to appoint Charles E. Wilson, 
former head of Geenral Electric, as secre­ 
tary of defense. This puts him in a tougn 
spot with his old friend, Senator 
Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts, who hitherto was 
considered a sure bet for the defense post. 
Wilson resigned 
as 
defense 
molilizer 
during a row with Trum an over increased 
steel wages. In the recent w ar 
he 
was 
vice chairm an 
of 
the 
War 
Production 
Board under Roosevelt. As such he has al­ 
ways leaned toward the military, and dur­ 
ing the bitter wartim e battle 
when 
the 
military wanted to take over civilian con­ 
trols, Wilson threw his weight against his 
chief, Donald Nelson, and with the brass 
hats. 
Some businessmen feel that with Wil­ 
son as secretary of defense, the 
generals 
would have too much power; that Army- 
Navy oruers would gravitate completely to 
big business, with little business left out 
in the cold.

In Raynaud’s disease, surgery can be 
u.-etul although amputation is rarely ne­ 
cessary. More often surgery is aimed at the 
sym pathy nervous system with the pur­ 
pose of relaxing the spasms in the blood 
vessels.

legs,, actually occurs in Buerger’s disease 
After a while the changes produced may 
cause complete blockage of

acteristic. 
The disea.se is much more 
common 
rn I 
men than in women. Although the cause ' 
is not definitely known, tobacco, infection, 
ringw orm and a chemical poison known j 
as ergot seem to play a part sometimes, at 
least. 


SURGERY OFTEN NEEDED 


All patients suffering 
from 
Buerger's 
disease cannot be treated alike. The most 
im p o rtan t items of 
treatment, 
however, 
are absolute avoidance of tobacco, lemoval 
of any sources of infection, and a good 
intake of fluids and salts. 
In th e more serious cases the 
use 
ut 
drugs to prevent coagulation ot the blood 
and some other form of medical manage­ 
m ent m ay be useful. Surgery is frequent­ 
ly required. When the blood 
supply 
has 
bean cut off to a toe, for exam ple, the en­ 
tire toe may have to be removed. 
The treatment of both these diseases is 
improving. More and more can be done 
for them, and research now going forward 
is likely to lead to further improvement in 
th* future.

Millions Of Fish 


Dying In Gulf 


FORT MYERS Fla (fit — Fears 
were expressed today that a new 
“red tide” has returned to Gulf 
of Mexico waters off the South­ 
west Florida Coast, bringing death 
to millions of fish. 
The “red tide” infestation took 
a heavy toll of fish in these waters 
a few years ago. Scientists said 
it apparently was caused by an 
organism in the gills. 
Shrimp boat skippers returning 
from Dry Tortugas and Campeche, 
Mexico, reported the 
dead 
fish 
from 70 miles out all the way to 
Fort Myers beach. 
“They were packed solid IO miles 
out,” said Capt. Gordon Ford of 
the shrimp boat Lucky Star. “We 
first started seeing them about 70 
miles out. They got thicker as we 
made it to 20 and at IO miles we 
were really pushing through them .” 
The Lucky Star came from Cam­ 
peche. Similar word came from 
Capt. Bob Sadler of the shrimp 
boat Savannah, arriving from Dry 
Tortugas. 
Sadler said most of the dead 
fish were poorgies, grouper and 
spot fish. He said he saw dead 
fish from a few miles north of 
Dry Tortugas to Fort Myers beach. 
Residents of Sanibel Island re­ 
ported a dark-brown discoloration 
of 
water 
off 
the 
island, 
here 
thousands of dead fish littered the 
beaches. Similar water discolora­ 
tions and many dead fish also were 
reported by 
residents 
on 
Boca 
Grande and Captiva Islands off 
the Southwest Florida Coast.

McCarran said lie’s statem ent of 
reasons for quitting reminded him 
of a Thanksgiving pumpkin. “ It 
looked good.” said McCarran, “but 
it was hollow.” 
Lie said on Monday he was re­ 
signing “because I hope this may 
help the United Nations to save the 
peace and to serve better the cause 
of freedom and progress for all 
mankind.” 
The U. N. official did not men­ 
tion the McCarran inquiry. How­ 
ever, he has said in the past that 
while he did not want any em­ 
ployes disloyal to their countries, 
he would not fire anyone on “m ere 
suspicion or sm ears.” 
An interview with Lie published 
today in three Scandinavian news­ 
papers said he emphatically de­ 
nied the McCarran inquiry influ­ 
enced his decision to resign. 
The interview quoted Lie as say­ 
ing he thought Russia’s refusal to 
recognize him might have stood in 
the way of a Korean peace and 
that in the long run no man could 
bear the kind of pressure put on 
him by the Russians. 
Ignored By Moscow 
Moscow radio, which has ignored 
Lie since 1950, said last night Lie’s

before the new fiscal year begins 
July I. 
Thus the next fiscal 
year 
is 
scheduled to be the 
period of 
heaviest actual output. The plants 
have been built, prototypes devel­ 
oped, and contracts let. The only 
way big cuts can be made quickly 
is to cancel contracts or delay 
deliveries which still must be paid 
for eventually. 
* 
Atomic Program Costly 
Not only have commitments al­ 
ready been made for this program, 
but most of the money already is 
on hand. Budget officials estimate 
the federal government will carry 
over about 8(5 billion dollars in 
funds already authorized by Con­ 
gress but still unspent. All but 
l l to 12 billion of this backlog is 
in thte military services. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
has embarked on a vast expan­ 
sion program estimated to 
cost 
five billion dollars over several 
years. Only about half a billion 
of this is to be spent this year. 
The atomic expansion will hit full 
stride next fiscal year, with close 
to two billion planned for expan­ 
sion work alone. 
Total national defense expendi­ 
tures now run about 58 billion dol­ 
lars a year. With 
increased 
de­ 
liveries of hard goods and a two- 
billion dollar atomic expansion un­ 
derway next year, chances are that 
defense spending will increase ra­ 
ther than decrease. Officials say 
ifs too early to estim ate what the 
final figures will be, but a 64 bil­ 
lion dollar defense outlay would 
not be impossible. 
Little To Work On 
How about cuts in other areas? 
About 15 billion dollars of annual 
expenditures are fixed by law— 
interest on the national debt (a 
rising expense), veterans benefits, 
the postal deficit, funds to match 
states’ money for roads and wel­ 
fare, etc. Cuts are considered im­ 
possible or very .difficult in most 
of these fields. 
That leaves about five to six 
billion to operate all other agen­ 
cies of the government. Some re­ 
ductions might be possible, 
but 
they would be limited as to size. 
That is the administration out­ 
look. The Eisenhower administra­ 
tion may take a different view. 
For example, the Committee for 
Economic Development, an organ­ 
ization sponsored largely by bus­ 
inessmen (Eisenhower is a trus­ 
tee), has said four billion dollars 
could be saved by reducing waste 
and inefficiency in military serv­ 
ices and almost three billion could 
be cut from other agencies by re­ 
ducing some less essential serv­ 
ices. 
Eisenhower has said he would 
aim at a 20 billion dollar reduc­ 
tion in federal spending, knit he 
has not said how much he would 
cut the first year.

Eliminate Waste 
The hunting season is 
on 
in 
Michigan. Much of the game shot 
will never reach the family table. 
More game could be used for the 
family’s enjoyment at the table as 
well as the sport of the hunt, says 
M ary Bodwell, food economist for 
the agricultural economics depart­ 
m ent at Michigan State College. 
One reason for the waste of m eat 
taken by hunters is lack of care 
after the game is shot. Wild m eat 
can be given to the homemaker 
for cooking in an attractive and 
edible condition. 
Tem perature is 
most important. 
Game should be 
dressed and allowed to cool soon 
after killing. 
All freshly killed game should 
be allowed to age in a cool place 
at least 24 hours between the tim e 
the game is killed and it is pre­ 
pared for eating. 
Game meat is likely to be less 
f tender and more dry than domes­ 
tic meat, but young game — less 
than a year old—will be tender. 
The young game will require less 
cooking but all game is usually 
better when cooked well done. 
Special care should be given to 
m ake certain wild rabbit is thor­ 
oughly cooked. 
Game meat should not be ex­ 
pected to taste like domestic meat. 
Each has a distinctive flavor in 
its own right. 
Some fat can be 
added to the game during cooking, 
since most game is lacking in fat, 
but soaking in salt or soda w ater 
•s not a desirable practice. Celery, 
anion, sage or savory are often 
tdded to bring out the flavor of 
game meat but should be used in 
moderation so that the flavor is 
not masked. 
Pheasant, wild 
duck, 
rabbit, 
grouse, and venison are the most 
popular wild game in Michigan. 
The approximately 7,000 tons of 
dressed meat taken annually does 
m ake a great contribution to the 
food budgets of Michigan families, 
gays Miss Bodwell. An even great­ 
er contribution can be made 
if, 
.hrough proper care and cooking, 
much of the game now wasted 
can go to the table and be en­ 
joyed by the family. 
“Good Eating From Woods and 
Fields,” extension bulletin 252, and 
“Venison,” extension bulletin 253, 
are two Michigan Stat College 
bulletins designed to help 
the 
sportsman and 
the 
homemaker. 
Those interested in knowing more 
about caring for game meat and 
tasty ways of preparing game may 
secure a copy from the county 
extension office or from the bul­ 
letin office of M ichigan State Col­ 
lege, East Lansing.

I am 
told there are plenty of nice 
people one can meet, but try and 
meet them. The nice ones don’t 
run around and aren’t bold. The 
other kind are a dime a dozen. 
Who wants to meet that kind? 
So, one never has an opportuni­ 
ty of meeting a nice person.” 
(A) It is true that, in the 40s, 
most men and women who want 
to m arry have 
already 
selected 
their life partners and are settled 
down. A woman, whether she be 
single or a widow, has little to 
choose from at this age. 
It is true also that there is al­ 
way a fairly good sized crop of 
unm arried men or men who have 
been divorced.

Scientists Make 


Synthetic Gas 


By STANLEY ATKINS 


GORGAS. Ala. 
tip—Government 
scientists have produced synthetic 
gas from coal burned underground. 
It i* a synthetic gas from 
which 
chemists can make gasoline, other 
fuels and various synthetic chem­ 
icals. 
The success of this phase of the 
experiment, disclosed today, cli­ 
maxes a six-year series of tests 
here in gasification of 
coal—the 
famed mining-by-fire 
experiment 
conducted by the Bureau of Mines 
in co-operation with the Alabama 
power company. 
It could mean the ultimate use 
cf millions of tons of coal 
now 
left in the ground because mining 
by present methods is considered 
too costly for these deposits. 
This is the first time in 
the 
United States that synthetic gas 
has been 
made in 
appreciable 
quantities from coal burning in its 
natural seam. A limited amount 
was produced in an earlier phase 
of the experiment here. 
It was made by pumping oxygen 
over a burning mass of coal about 
SOO feet underground in a practi­ 
cal application of laboratory ex 
periments of the past. 
Final evaluation awaits in in­ 
tensive study by the 
Bureau 
of 
Mines. But scientists who directed 
or observed the experiment are 
confident that 
within the lifetime 
oi most persons today the proce­ 
dures developed here will be put 
to commercial use.
